Yet  real  embroidery  la  atill  in  dc 
msnd.  There  la  a  tfifferei*  e  between 
the  mass  of  imitation*  and  the  needle¬ 
work  that  ia  an  art,  for  embroidery  in 
ita  perfection  ia  an  art.  To  be  such  it 
moat  not  only  be  faultless,  but  each 
piece  must  be  specially  designed  tbe 
purpose  for  which  it  ia  used.  Tbe  d.- 
sign,  in  fact,  ia  tbe  most  important 
part  of  tbe  work,  as  shown  by  the  one- 
cess  of  Mrs.  Clara  Kellogg  of  Wiwtflcld. 

Mass.  Her  work,  has  taken  medals  at 
the  Paris  exposition,  tbe  World's  fair 
and  at  many  other  exhibits,  yet  uiurb 
of  tbe  actual  embroidery  is  done  by  em¬ 
ployees  who  work  from  her  designs  She 
flails  each  piece  of  every  order  received, 
and  no  two  are  ever  alike. 

Sonm  of  tbe  design*  represent  a  par- 
‘ticular  age  or  country,  or  are  made  to 
correspond  with  the  t<*»®  of  the  room  in 
which  they  are  to  be  uited.  Fcr  instance, 
iii  a  Turkish  mom  the  portiere*,  table 
cover  and  pd  How  a  mast,  of  coarse,  t*> 
distinctly  oriental.  while  in  another, 
modeled  after  the  |enai**un<  e.  they 
would  follow  the  idea  or  tbe  decorations 
peculiar  to  that  |*riod, 

In  the  selection  of  materials  and  tbeir 
arrangement  there  is  a  considerable 
field  for  the  display  of  taste  and  origi¬ 
nality.  and  in  this  ia  the  severest  test, 
that  of  being  able  to  follow  out  the  idea 
of  the  architect  and  decorator  so  that  tbe 
embroidered  hanging*  and  covers  will 
fit  in  with  the  furnishings  aud  decora¬ 
tions,  making  a  harmonious  whole. 

Sort  of  the  portieres  and  covers  for 
tbe  drawing  room  or  library  were  done 
on  satin  sheeting.  This  material  is  par 
ticularly  well  suited  for  rich  renais¬ 
sance  effects.  One  of  the  prettiest  por¬ 
tieres  was  in  light  blue  gray. 

For  the  bedroom  there  were  tbe  dain¬ 
tiest  of  bureau  scaif*  and  table  cover* 
on  tbe  sheerfwt  linen  and  finished  gener¬ 
ally  with  an  openwork  border  or  in¬ 
sertion  of  honiton  braid.  One  of  thess 
was  a  scarf  with  a  border  of  roses  work-

The  colonial  designs  are  used  for  ev¬ 
erything.  and  of  the**,  or.  rather,  of 
their  duplication  to  thi*  kind  of  em¬ 
broidery,  Mrs.  Kellogg  is  the  origina¬ 
tor.  She  was  tbe  flirt  to  use  in  thia 
work  the  old  devices  peculiar  to  the 
architecture  of  colonial  days.  Thia 
work  appears  to  the  best  advantage, 
perhaps,  an  portieres  and  tapestries  of 
heavy  cream  satin  sheeting,  but  is  used 
just  as  frequently  to  ornament  any  and 
all  of  the  dainty  trifles  made  of  hnen  or 
silk.

Suffrage  Women  a*  Mother*. 

I  regret  to  differ  with .  my  valued 
kinsman,  Dr.  Walter  (..'banning,  in  bis 
argument  against  woman  suffrage.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  logical  foundation 
for  his  plea  is  wanting,  and  for  this  rea¬ 
son,  that,  while  be  complaius  that  wom¬ 
en  do  not  sufflcientlj  do  tbeir  duty  as 
mothers,  b«  does  not  adduce  oue  fact  to 
show  that  women  who  perform  publio 
functions  or  advocate  woman  suffrage 
arw  liable  in  any  special  manner  to  this 


charge.  From  experience  much  longer 
tban  his  I  should  judge  tbe  contrary. 

My  old  friend.  John  G.  Whittier,  used 
to  give  as  one  reason  for  tbe  support  of 
woman  suffrage  hut  lifelong  observation 
of  junker  women.  Among  them,  be 
atid,  these  who  were  moat  eminent  in 
public  seiTioe  re.  re  also  uniformly  e*- 
timabh  as  wive*  and  mothers.  His  sola¬ 
tium  was  that  the  same  comrieutiooa- 
nra*  und  mental  capacity  which  fitted 
them  for  the  one  sphere  fitted  them  for 
the  other  also  Thi*  ha*,  at  any  rata, 
been  my  own  observation  as  to  tbe 
woman  suffrage  women  of  tbo  country. 

Not  only  have  many  of  tbe  beat  sug¬ 
gestion*  a*  to  education,  hygiene  and 
borne  sanitation  been  due  to  them,  but 
is  their  actual  service  aud  success  as 
wives  and  mothers  they  have  almost  al- 
wnvs  Urn  worthy  of  admiration.  In 
the  long  line  t  f  leader*  loginning  with 
Lnrretia  Mott  an  1  continoiug  through 
Elizabeth  Cady  -Mantao,  Lu«y  Stone, 
Antoinette  Brown  Blackwell,  Julia 
Ward  Howe,  Mary  Livermore  and  many 
others,  ih«-ir  l»ou»  bfJds  and  tbeir  chil* 
dreu  have  been  tivdr  snfilcieut  u-sttmo- 
ny.  Had  there  been  aDy  very  marked 
exceptions  we  may  lie  very  sure  that  it 
would  have  been  proclaimed  in  a  thou¬ 
sand  newspaper*. 

There  is.  no  doubt,  a  general  tenden¬ 
cy  in  New  England,  under  the  presume 
of  that  ntiuusplieric  influence  which  the 
late  Tom  Appleton  nailed  "the  whip  of 
tbe  *ky,  ”  to  overwork  and  attempt  too 
much,  hut  !  do  not  see  tb*  smallest  evi¬ 
dence  that  this  has  any  particular  bear¬ 
ing  on  the  parental  relation  or  on  the 
function  of  »ulfrnge.

Farming  mi  an  onrnpatidu  for  women 
may  net  wmud  atiractixe  to  ladies  of 

Ituie  aud  »» iknement,  but  it  hu-t  been 

njen-lr.iK  <1  by  three  young  women  ia 
Illinois  tii«: L  it  is  both  a  lucrative  and 
eujoyabl-  business  for  tho  gentler  sex, 
and  also  t hat  l h»  y  need  not  lose  their 
taste  for  the  fluer  thiugs  of  life  in  thi* 
humble  employment  They  believe  that 
woman  r^in  properly  manage  any  busi- 
new  if  she  is  train'd  for  it  and  will 
_ 1  j  observe  all'  the  details  aud  at¬ 
tend  to  it  herself.  Experience  hus  taught 
them  that  ngt  uts  were  not  a  success,  a* 
ry  sxc.n  begun  to  trade  on  the 
supposed  incapability  of  women  as  busi- 
ni  s*  managers  aud  trod  to  deceive  them 
by  charging  for  work  which  was  never 
dnue.  Their  farms,  which  aggregate 
4,  :100  acres,  were  inherited  from  their 
father.  John  1>.  Gillett.  a  well  known 
uiuu  in  Illinois,  who  owned  11,000 
|  -re*  in  Logan  e«»uuty  at  the  time  of 
bis  death,  nine  years  ago.  The  young 
women  an-  practical  agriculturists,  hav¬ 
ing  picked  op  much  of  their  knowledge 
going  over  the  farms  with  their  father, 

'  yet  tli  -y  are  finely  educated,  speak 
French,  and  have  a  taste  for  art,  liter¬ 
ature  aud  music. 

They  devoted  their  entire  time  to  the 
farms  for  the  first  few  years  after  thfly 
assumed  tbe  management,  aud  now  tire 
land  yields  twice  as  mnch  as  it  did  at 
the  time  of  their  father’s  death.  Cora 
is  their  principal  product,  aud  the  av- 
etage  yield  is  60  bushel*  an  acre.  They 
have  drained  a  lake  of  400  acres  by  dig¬ 
ging  a  ditch  u  mile  and  a  half  long. 
The  farms  are  divided  into  small  sec¬ 
tions,  which  are  tilled  by  tenants  with 
whom  they  divide  tbe  crops.  These 
women  ride  60  and  40  miles  a  day  on 
their  tours  of  inspection,  which  are  not 
at  stated  times,  no  tbe  tenants  have  no 
way  of  knowing  when  they  are  coming. 
Miss  Nina  Gillett  pay*  there  is  no  work 
she  would  prefer  to  farmiug  and  think* 

*  woman  who  ha*  a  knowledge  of  the 
subject  aud  some  experience  is  just  us 
good  a  fanner  us  a  man.  Miss  Amy  is 
quite  as  much  in  love  with  the  business^ 
and,  while  they  believe  in  all  tbe  sci¬ 
ence  which  can  be  applied  to  agricul¬ 
ture,  they  rarely  indulge  in  experi¬ 
ments,  but  trust  to  the  agricultural  ex¬ 
periment  station*  to  enlighten  them  a* 
to  what  may  or  may  not  be  done  with 
land. — Chicago  Times- Heprtd.

“The  growing  girl  is  pexhape  the 
hardest  of  all  to  cater  to  in  the  matter 
of  dress,"  writes  Carolyn  Merion  in 
Woman’s  Home  Companion.  “She  is 
neither  the  little  girl  nor  the  young 
lady,  and  unless  she  has  grown  up  tall 
and  willowy,  with  a  certain  style  of  hex 
own,  she  usually  is  inclined  to  have  no 
shape  at 'all,  with  her  waist  line  coming 
dangerously  near  her  armpits.  The 
slender  girl  may  wear  big  plaid*,  check* 
and  heavy,  rough  effects,  while  her  sis¬ 
ter,  inclined  to  stoutness,  must  content 
herself  with  stripes  and  plain,  smooth 
surface  effects.

Urruiog  the  Hair. 

News  comes  from  Euglttud  that  arev 
elation  has  begun  there— a  Revolution  in 
the  uirangemeut  of  hair  ot*  the  heads  of 
fashionable  women.  Of  bourse  this  is 
very  important,  and  tbe  report  will  re¬ 
ceive  serious  attention  in  a  country 
where  all  things  English  ure  either  ud- 
mm-d  aud  copied  or  hated  and  shunned 
with  fi  rvid  energy.-  Hints  of  the  change 
have  been  current  in  London  boudoirs 
for  weeks,  and  already  a  few  women, 
greatly  danug,  have  displayed  the  new 
style  in  public.  Tbo  innovation,  as  usu¬ 
al,  is  a  revival  aud  dates  back  not  to 
1830,  that  epoch  of  fashion,  but  to  the 
years  immediately  preceding  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria’s  accession.  ItSsalidnt  features  ar* 
a  boldly  upstanding  loop  or  two  of  hair, 
broagbt  decided ly; forward,  on  the  top 
of  the  bend,  while  the  arrangement  be¬ 
hind  tape  rs  to  a  p^int  an  inch  or  so  from 
the  base  of  the  skolL  The  novelty  which 
renders  it  noticeable  is  the  introduction 
of  a  scarf  of  soft  silk  ganze  or  lace  twist¬ 
ed  hi  and  ont  Of  tbe  coils  of  hair,  which 
are  usually  gathered  slightly  more  to 
one  side  of  the  head  tban  the  other,  the 
balance  being  created  with  a  puff  or 
bow  of  tbe  material. 

Both  hair-  aud  ganze  or  silk  usually 
start  from  a  diamond  comb,  placed  low 
at  tbe  Lack  of  the  head,  and  a  special 
shape  has  been  evolved  for  the  purpose. 
The  hair  at  the  sides  is  very  slightly 
waved,  and  a  great  reaction  has  Bet  in 
against  the  “fluffed  out”  appearauoe 
which  lifts  been  general  of  late.  It  may 
be  addotl  that  the  new  mode  tends  to 
place  those  ladies  to  whom  nature  ha* 
not  been  kind  In  the  gift  of  abnndant 
tres-t  *  upon  an  equality  with  tbeir  mure 
richly  endowed  sisters,  as  it  is  almost 
an  impossibility  to  form  the  loop*  in 
fronf  without  the  help  of  a  posticho  of 
false  hair  in  which  a  spiral  spring  is 
adroitly  concealed. — New  York  Times. 


In  direct  contrast  to  the  large,  ynlgar 
looking,  overladen  bats,  says  a  New 
York  fashion  writer,  there  have  been 
bronght  ont  some  tiny  little  bonnets  that 
are  uotbing  more  than  straw  caps.  The 
plait,  as  a  rale,  is  coarse  and  the  color 
more  or  less  aggressive,  but  the  trim¬ 
ming  is  simple,  and  tbe  limited  spaoe 
at  disposal  prevents  the  exaggeration 
so  conspicuous  on  most  kinds  of  head- 
gear  now  worn.  Green  and  bine  con¬ 
tinue  to  assimilate,  and  often  a  wry 
harmonious  effect  is  produced.  The 
green  of  the  forgetmenot  leaf  and  tbe 
bine  of  the  dainty  flower  furnish  a  hap¬ 
py  combination.  Nature  is  a  safe  guide 
to  follow  where  color  is  concerned,  and 
a  green  and  bine  straw  hat  trimmed 
with  forgetmenot*  and  loops  of  green 
moire  or  velvet  ribbon  is  charming.  Lo¬ 
belia  bine  flowers  and  foliage  mixed 
with  valley  lilies  trim  a  French  bonnet 
of  green  straw  in  openwork,  through 
which  glimmer  bits  cf  the  soft  Beashell 
pink  lining. 

Tbe  revival  of  tbe  nightcap  is  taken 
very  seriously  iu  England,  aloug  with 
other  early  Victorian  revivals.  A  cap 
of  silk  aud  lace,  with  ribbon  bows,  all 
in  the  shape  of  a  half  handkerchief  and 
having  a  “curtain”  behind,  is  said  to 
be  the  most  popular.
